LETTER FROM XING EDWARD'S
PRIVATE BECRETARY.

Was Recelived by Miss Caroline Bilk-
man Thanking Her for Her Proffor
of a Copy of a Paper Containing
an Account of the Coronation of His
Mother, the Late Queen Victoria,
Match Games of Hand Ball to Be
Played on Baturday—Other News
Notes and Personal Mention.

Miss Caroline Slikman, of North
Main avenue, on Tuesday recelved n
letter from 8lr Franels Knolly's private
Beeretnry to King Edward of England,
Monday, In which hls majesty returns
thunks to Miss Silkman for valuable
Informatlon concerning the coronation
of hig mother, Queen Victorla,

Miss Silkman Is the owner of a copy
of the New York 8pectator, which puh-
lished the first necount In this country
of the coronatlon of Queen Victorin,
This paper, which was printed In 1838
and has now gone oul of exlstence, con-
talned a very interesting and lengthy
article on the coronation of the young
queen. Mr, Sllkman, father of Miss
Silkman, preserved the puper and upon
his death some twenty-flve years ugo
It beenme the property of hls daughter,
Miss Caroline Sllkman,

Heverul weeks ago the New York
Times learned of the existence of this
piaper and the editor requested Migs
Silkman to give him a copy of the arti-
cle, which she did. It was printed on
May 11 and was about three columns In
length,

Soon after the publication of this av-
ticle Miss Silkman wrote to 8ir F,
Knollys, tendering him the original
copy of the paper, which is probably
the only one In existence. Miss Silk-
man's letter was brought to the atten-
tlon of King Edward, and he command-
ed his secretary, Sir ¥, Knollys, to re-
turn his personal thanks for her kind
and generous offer. The letter follows:

Buckinghaum Palace, 28th May, 1002,

Dear Madam: 1 have had the honor of
submitting your letter to the king,

His majeaty thanks you for your kind
offer, but communds me to say that he
will not deprive you of such an interest-
Iing dovument, Yours traly,

Rev. Dr. Lansing Replies to Rev.
Mr. Payne.
Editor of The Tribune.

Bir: In endeavoring to clear the minds
nf the people from misunderstundings,
It 18 always likely that one moy be mis-
understood, Indeed the eapaelty for mis-
understanding 18 very Inrge. Howovor,
we must tike the risk If we are to any
degree to dlseuss the practical or even
the theoreticnl aquestlons of 1fe, 1 would
not have supposed that Mre. Payne could
have so misconstriued my discourse on
ntrikes, unless I had had experiones be-
forehand of the dificulty of muking some
men understand what yvou try to state
In the cleavest termu, And now It 18 my
purpose to avold the same mistake and
to tuke up some of Mr, Payne's states
ments, not that T may attack him in
any way, but only that I may possibly
help to a bhetter understanding of the
subject which, migunderstood, Is work-
Ing such harm to all the Interests of our
country.

The prosent minera' strike was not the
only strike which I had In my mind nor
of which T spoke on Bundny evening, On
the contrary, I stated that the last
twenly yenrs hiad been the strike perlod
of this country, giving the number dur-
Ing the whole of our previous history as
1401, and citing the number for the last
twenty venrs ns 22700, To this I added
somo flgures of strikes In Massnchusetts
at wvarvious perlods, a8 well as olhers
concerning  other  stutes, and lkewlse
those of Kurope. The general suryvey of
the whole subfect which I purposed nnd
which 1 earried oul as far as I wns able
n the time allotted, nelther proposed nor
altcempted to discuss the presecnt sirike
In this valley, save only as, hy allusion,
it might bie classed as one of muny. The
advantages and disadvantnges of strikes
were pesented from Hhe world-widae sur-
vey of the subject,

It wlll be seen hoth from my purpose
and my utterances that I attempted to
Hlft our minds to a wide survey which
should not prejudge the present  situn-
tion but which would throw light upon
It from all sourcey, 1t was therefore Im-
poseible that I should have plaved all the
blame of the present miners' strike upon
the mindya, Inasmuch ns [ dld not ralsge
the question of blame In the present
strike, dld not uttempt to discuss {t, and
g0 could not be held responsible for Mr.
Payne's total fallure to apprehend the
breadth of my disgcussion. No one has
ever heard me, clther In publle or private,
and 1 speak freely, lociate the blume of
this strike on the miners alone, And it
18 singular that Mr. Payvne should have
confined all his thought to the present
strike when I was endeavoring to make
all my hearers look over the whole sub-
Jeol of strikes und judge of thelr value
or advantage from  an  internatlonal
stundpoint,

This fact makes it the more Impossgihle
that T should have become a special
pleader for the employers. There 18 no
reason in the world why [ should have
done so, even if I had been confining my
attentlon to o parvtieular strike. Might it
be possible that one of my heuarers wuas
g0 determined to be partlsan that he
could not imagine o man taking a fulr
und unprejudiced view? This assumption
of extraordinary sympnthy with a speclal
clazg, which he makes for himself and
which he churges upon me, always savors
to me of the demagogue, because I cun
see no redasan why any man should be
80 concelted as to assume that he has a
monopoly of humane sympathies for any
kind of working men. Indeed, T would
not wonder If T had done more days'
work:at manual labor than Mr. Payne,
I he assumes that so dolng Is the only
wiy to learn to sympathlze with men
who work with thelr hunds, possibly my
educatlion in that line would glve mo the
right to wssume that he hpns not the
monopely of the symputhy of which he
bonsts,

I did not spenk of the money loss as
the only loss or the chief loss from
strikes, On the other hand, T especial-
1y culled attention to the fact that money
was not the chief loga or the chief gain
In strikes. But. In the valuable article of
our very ahle lgbor commissloner, Mr.
Careoll D, Wrlght, In the June North
Amerlean Review, from which 1 quoted,
the money loss was made very proml-
nent, as probubly  above  $500,000,000 In
twenty vears, and s the large proportion
of strikes give prominence to the mutter
of money wages, as thelr oceaslon, It
would be difficult to conslder the sub-
fect at all without glving this some
prominence. The money slde I8 apparent-
Iy glven a very prominent posltlon In
the digcussion of all questiona of Indus-
trial cconomics.

1 do not know whether Mr. Payne has
discussged the matter of labor and wages
very extensively, Possibly not, But If
he hay, does not he find It very desirable
to show on which side of all methods of
uplifting humanity lies the  economic
and pecunfary advantuge? I pliced es-
peclil stross on the fact that gains and
losses, not Hnancial, are fur more welgh-

ty than more pecuniary changes, All my
hearers who lstened  with  falr intelll-
gence, must remember this, 1 wonder

why Mp, Payne dld not see It, Beyond
all doubt, there s some henefit in strikes;
but when the leading economists of the
world tell us that o strike 18 a purely
destructive ngeney, It would seem that if
the end could be gained without such
destruction, there swould be munifest ad-
vanlage from seeking It by other meank
Tnsurrcetion s the last resort In polltical
struggles; sometimes a0 necessity, no
doubit, but chronle Insurreetion is neither
the way to political nor economic advants
Hge, 1

Under Mr. Payne's number 6" he af-
firms the right of & miun “to use all
morial means to Induce a8 many men asg
possible to slde with him." Are the as-
wault, the eurse, the threat, the black-
gunrdism, the shower of stones, the mur-
derous plstol, the boyeott, moral means?
Agningt these | spoke and the confuslon
of the eritle's mind, apparent everywhere,
I most apparent when he sees barbuar-
l#mg ke these aud endenvors to bring
them under the head of permissablo
“moral means.”

lessness, 1 I were discussing the present
eondition alone, 1 should say that tens
of thougands of miners and laborers in
this valley have o charactor o good pind
reputihle and luw-nbiding that they do
not need a defense from Me, Payne.

They rogquire no sueh  champlonghip,
They suffer and endure many things, But
for him thus to rush to thelr defense

1
s#nld that all who write with intelligence
and authority on labor matters agree In
this, that the way to bring peace I8 for
both employer and employed Lo be kind-
1y, brotherly, Just, and Lo seek a good and
friendly understanding, and I urged all
to have and diffuge this spirit. Then I
cited the eases of two employers, known
to me, detalling that one of them em-
ployed about three thousand men and the
ather nearly as many, and they never
had a strike of their wokmen,

I suld of one of them that he told me
that they had never had any trouble
with their employes, and that the reason
why was that they nevor hired a cheap
man to do important work. If they conid
mot 4 scoond olass foreman for fifteon
hundred dollars and a first c¢lass one for
twenty-five hundred, they alwayvs took
the high-priced man, hecange the cheap
man might spoll as much in one day by
Iincompetency as his salary for a year.
And of the other, T said In much detall,
that though w millionaire, he was known
to all his men as a worker who worked
as hard as any of them, He alwoys had
for them a kind word and a courteous
salutatlon, and nobody grudged him his
money or struck against the inlerests
whieh he shared in common with them,
This, nnid much more, T sald on the same
line, And this T steadfastly belleve: That
the spirlt of Christ In employer and em-
ployed, dolng unto others as we would
have them do to us, recognizing the
manhood of every man as of equal worth
in the sight of God, the absence of pride
and envy and disregard of the rights
which bhetween men are always mutuul,
this, and this alone, would bring peace,

Mr. Payue's closing flight of funey 1s a
personal description of what he supposes
to be the interior of my house and my
possessions, and the implication that
these, such as they are, forbld me to
know and to sympathize with men wha
work with thelr hands, The honest and
industrious men who work under any
conditions, and who know me, are well
nwware that none of them lack both my
respeet and my fraterna) good-will, T am
not willing now to enter Into the details
of my personal history as proof that T
hive always worked for my llving, and
sought to glve an equivalent to soclety
for my place In It, But should It be ne-
cossary to do so, I, might tell enough of
personul experience to show how utterly
sllly s the demagogle ery of Mr. Payne
that 1 should now work at any speciul
trade in order that 1 might treat my fel-
low-man #s a man. The thousands of
moen In this country and thls valley who
have by Industry and glocious struggle
levellod up, Instead of grading  down,
who have taken the disadvaniages over
which Idlers mourn and have by labor, In
hours amd out of hours, advanced all
thelr interests, are amply able to remems-
ber thelr experiences and ready to cheer
any brather who ls dlligently seeking to
do the sume thing, Does he mean 1o suy
that men who began ds miners and who
now hoave o Inrge income und cgstly fur-
niture, do not know what a miner ex-
perlences? And what has my house or
my Income to do with the fuets which 1
sutited? It ig the ldea of some to pull all
men down; it 1s mine, In common with
many, to 1ift all men up. 1 will not seck
to do It by fluttering their vices, by envy-
ing thelr prospority. by decrying thelr
giing, or secking to rob them of thelr
Just deserts, Tt Is hetter to try to under-
stund than to try to misunderstand, to
alluy antugonisms between well meaning
men rather than to excite them, and to
seek by plain words  rather than by
wordy fancles to bring In the era of
poace and g’lh‘ll'-“‘ﬂl.
